The words “Papal State,” “civil su- 
premacy,’ “temporal power,” “politi- 
cal sovereignty,” “Pope-King,” “civil 
ruler of the Vatican State” give rise 
to perplexities and misunderstandings. 
Such questions as these are asked: 

“What change, if any, does this new 


;

Vatican State make in the civil alle-' 


giance of American Catholics?” 
It makes no change whatever in our 


civil allegiance. : 
“Is there any likelihood, or even 
possibility, that American Catholics 


'will give their first civil allegiance to 
the Vatican State and only a second- 
ary allegiance to the United States?” 

To us Catholics this seems prepos- 
terous. Catholic citizens of our coun- 
try, both as individuals and as a group, 
recognize the absolute supremacy of 
our Government for us in the civil or- 


der. We, as American Catholics, owe 
no civil allegiance to the Vatican 
State. We will pay no tribute to the 


political supremacy of the Pope in his 
tiny territory. The recognition of the 
temporal sovereignty of the Pope by 


Italy can no more lessen our civil al- | 


legiance to the United States than 
would Italy’s recognition of any other 
government of the world. 


“How is the temporal sovereignty 


or civil supremacy of the Pope to be 
understood ? 

It is to be understood in a very sim- 
'ple sense. It means that the Pope is 
not a subject of any civil power in the 
world. It means that only the few 
subjects who live in his most restrict- 


ed domain are under his civil jurisdic- | 


tion. 

“Does this civil supremacy mean 
that under certain circumstances it 
could be extended to American Cath- 
olic citizens to centro! their actions in 
affairs of the civil order?” 

This purely civil supremacy of the 
Pope does not extend beyond his own 
little domain. The Holy See has ex- 
plicitly insisted that the number of 
subjects of the Vatican be as few as 
ynossible and that the territory allotted 
be correspondingly restricted. The 
very reason of this insistence was to 
avoid within the Vatican City the com- 


plications inseparable from civil gov- | 


ernment. Since the Pope is 80 apx- 


ious to be spared these very complica- |

tions. it is ineonceivable that 
should seek to multiply them by inter- 
fering with the American Govern- 
ment. or with any other government 
of the world, in purely civil matters. 
If conflicts ever arise, it will not be 
due to any interference on the part of 
the Pope in such matters. It will be 
dune rather to the trespassing of other 
governments in the domain of relig- 
ion. to their interference with the 
right of the Pope to teach and to rule 
his subjects in matters spiritual. 

“Is not the civil supremacy of the 


Pope, then, only an empty title, a 
shadow rather than the substance of a 
State?”

Wherever he was born he was 


and carried to Ireland as a slave 
where he was admonished, in a 
vision, of his future work. He 
escaped from his captors and 
traveled through Britain, Gaul, 
and Italy. He received his mis- 
sion from Pope St. Celestine 
who was head of the Church be- 
tween the years 423 and 432. He 
returned to Ireland and devoted 
himself entirely to the conver- 
sion of the natives. It is accu- 
‘rately stated that he visited his 
old master. He converted a 
great number of chieftains and 
established several bishoprics, 
placing the Church of the coun- 
try under a regular organiza- 
tion. It is probable that his 
death occurred in 493. 

It is too much to expect that 
secular writers dealing with the 
effects of Catholicity and the 
work of the great Saints for civ-

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A PASTORAL EDITORIAL 


MORE ABOUT THE LAY APOSTOLATE 

“This is the victory which overcometh the world, our 
faith.”—from the Epistle of Low Sunday. 

During the season of Lent I addressed you several times 
on the subject of the Lay Apostolate. The following from a 
Catholic layman supplements what I had to say and offers a 
good commentary on today’s epistle. 

Patrick J. Ward, director of the N. C. W. C. Bureau of 
Publicity and Information, addressing the Detroit Conven- 
tion of the National Council of Catholic Men on “The Study 
Club as a Means of Promoting an Informed Catholic Lay 
Apostolate,” said: 

“No methods of education, ancient or modern, can make 
any headway unless we honor implicitly that obligation 
which is imposed upon us by the natural law itself, the 
necessity to know. The pre-eminent mission which Christ 
entrusted to His Church was—to teach. This implies a duty 
on the part of the Church’s children—to learn,” 

Drawing a parallel between the work of the communi- 
ties of the early Christians in the Roman world and Catholic 
effort in the world today, Mr. Ward said: “Those little com- 
panies of the faithful were students, eager to know those 
wonderful truths now being revealed to them. They were 
willing and anxious to pass on those truths, discuss them, 
and use them as the basis of a new life around them. 

“The purpose of the early Christians,” he continued, 
one which every group of Catholic men should keep con- 
stantly before it—the desire for truth, the wish to extend 
knowledge of it, and the determination to profit by it. It is 
a lesson in the power of knowledge and the will to accom- 
plish, a lesson we can readily apply to the problem we have 
now under consideration. That problem is to extend among 
our various Catholic communities those elements of Catholic 
truth and their application, which is 
for our salvation and our 
tion, as it was in the case of the early
